Dear Sir: 

You are advised that during the month of February, 44 
nests of the brown- tail moth (Euproctis chrysorrhoea Linn.! were 
detected on nursery stock from Trance, 43 of which were collected 
by the New York State inspectors. These collections were re- 
ferred to in Sews Letter 2. 

Your attention is also called to the finding of an 
undeseribed canker disease on chestnut from Hong©, Tokyo, Japan, 
Ijy the California State inspectors at San Francisco. According to 
Br. Saven Metcalf, the disease appears to be of the same type as the 
chestnut-bark disease, and there is every indication of its being 
equally as destructive, if established in this country.
